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Par-All rumors to the effect that any rebel 
Jurce of consequence are invading Kentucky 
through Pound Gap, or any other place on our 
eastern border, are false and groundless. There 
is no considerable rebel force near the border 
line that we can learn of either at headquar- 
ters in this city or elsewhere. Our people 
reed have no uneasiness nor fears of any fur- 
ther trouble in that direction for the present. 

8®“ W e are assured by reliable authority 
that the prisoners of war held at Camp Doug- 
las, Chicago, are treated in every respect In 
the kindest possible manner. They are fur- 
nished with abundance of good, palatable 
food, and warm clothing whenever they need 
it. ^ 

Tn* SiauE op Charleston. — A correspon- 
dent of the New York Times, writing from 
on board the Ironsides off Fort Moultrie, Fri- 
day, September 11th, famishes some interest- 
ing items of the recent bombardment and the 
•iege : 

The prisoners, including officers, are still 
within the fort. A flag of truce sent out yes- 
terday brought the intelligence from Lieut. 
Preston that he and his fellow-officers wera 
well treated, and as comfortable as the circum- 
stances would admit. Bully Beauregard took 
Opportunity of sending the threatening 
message to Admiral Dahlgren that he would 
place the prisoners on the parapet of Sump- 
ter if the navy made it an object of fire. Ad- 
miral Dahlgren replied with as much dignity 
as the natnre of the case would justify, that if 
be (Beauregard) should resort to such a hea- 
thenish mode of procedure, then he might look 
at the same hour for rebel prisoners tied to the 
cuter surface of the Monitors’ turrets. It is 
thought the nnswer of the Admiral will do 
much toward bringing the bobtailed Beaure- 
gard to the scnfce of the common rule3 of civ- 
ilised warfare. 

The navy has not engaged the rebel works 
since Tuesday night. The firing has been 
confined to a few rounds fired from Johnson 
and Monltrie to the captured forts, Wagner 
aDd Gregg. 

In the late fight the monitor Weehawken, 
which, it will be recollected, got aground off 
Moultrie, received some internal injuries, 
which it will require a week or ten days to 
repair. The Patapsco had her smoke-stack 
penetrated by a shot from a gun on board one 
of our own vessels. Both of the monitors 
have come to Port Royal for the necessary 
repairs. Those two are the only vessels that 
met with any accidents of a serious nature. 
The. Weehawken, while aground, did quite as 
much service as any of the monitors afloat, 
and from one of her shells the magazine in 
Moultrie was blown up. 

It is conceded that the Ironsides is the most 
■valuable iron-clad vessel of which the navy 
can boest. It did more actual service in the 
last engagement than ail the monitors put 
together; for how often has it poured whole 
broadsides into the rebel works earning the 
gunners to abandon their pieces and seek 
safety behind sand-hills. From the com- 
mencement to the close of the attack the 
Ironsides was struck 150 time3, and yet she 
yyas all ready on Wednesday morning to 
again pitch into Monltrie with as much vim 
as she did the day previous. 

Wbat will be done next in the progress of 
the siege, time will determine. For the pres- 
ent everything is at a stand-still. It cannot 
remain so long, however, without giving the 
Tebels an immense advantage. It is to be 
hoped this fact will be thoroughly considered 
by the proper authorities, and active meas- 
ures be at once decided upon. If the enemy’s 
earthworks on Sullivan's Island are too for- 
midable to be successfully attacked, then some 
other means should be resorted to for effecting 
an entrance into the inner harbor. It is be- 
lieved we have a force here, combining the 
army and navy, sufficient to wrest Charles- 
ton from the rebels provided that force be 
properly handled. The rebels expect ns to 
tale Charleston, and why should they be dis- 
appointed? 

Men are bnsy around Wagner digging np 
-torpedoes. Thirty-five have been brought to 
light since the evacuation. A numberof rebel 
pitsoners were taken to the fort the other day, 
end made to point out the spot where every 
torpedo was buried, under penalty of being 
f tot if they practiced any deception. It seems 
tlat quite a large space in front of Wagner is 
completely filled with them. Inside the bomb- 
proof, a large door opening into a magazine i 3 
rtgarded with suspicion. It is thought that a 
fuse has been so placed that it will become 
ignited when the door opens, and so cause ex- 
p osion. Prisoners state that the magazine is 
riled with ammunition. One of the most in- 
h tin an acts that has been perpetrated since tho 
n.r commenced, was attempted to becarrisd 
out by the rebelson the night of the evacuation. 

Accoidingto the statement of a wounded 
man, discovered in the bomb-proof, he had 
ieen lying in a dying condition for four days 
The rebels refused to give him even a swallow 
of water to quench his thirst, and told him 
vhen they left that he could not possibly live, 
jnd had better, before dying, do as much 
hr the cause as lay in his power. That he 
might benefit by this advice, they placed in 
K* baud a string attached to a fuse commit, 
nicating with the magazine before alluded to, 
with instructions to pull it when the fort was 
well filled with Yankees, and so send them 
all, himself included, into eternity. Bat the 
wcunded rebel, although almost dead when 
our men entered the fort, had a faint hope that 
perhaps he might live if properly attended, and 

f ave that as a reason for not pulling the string. 

fe was taken to an ambulance, and died 
-while being conveyed to tne hospital. Su h 
Instances of barbarism are almost too revolt- 
ing to be recorded. How men that claim the 
title of human beings can be so totally void 
of feeling it is bard to conceive. 

It is a singular fact that in every action in 
"which the Monitors have been engaged during 
the late siege, the Fleet Captain, or officer act- 
ing as such, has met with accident. On the 
expedition, on Tuesday night, Lient. Preston, 
who was captured, was acting Fleet Captain. 
The post is now filled by Capt. Daniel Am- 
rocn, an officer of great experience and well 
£ no wn in navy circles. WHIT.

A Review of Lkk’&'Armt. — From the Rich- 
mond Dispatch of the 10th we take the fol- 
lowing: 

Gen. Ewell’s corps was reviewed by General 
Lee last Wednesday. A correspondent of the 
Petersburg Express gives a description of the 
game: 

The bugle soon announced all in readiness 
and Gen. Lee was despatched for, who soon 
came riding np, and now the cavalcade, com- 
posed of Gen. Lee and staff, Gen. Ewell and 
staff, and the division commanders, started off 
at a Bwift gallop to the right of the first divi- 
sion, and soon they are seen coming down the 
front of the line, each brigade coming to a 
present as the cavalcade passed, and as they 
swept by us the strains of music were swelling 
up all along the line. They passed around the 
left of the line, dashed back to the right of the 
second division, and reviewed the second and 
and third divisions in the same mtfnner as the 
first, and once more came back to the original 
starting point, the riders and horses both look- 
ing mnch jaded, the distance they having 
gone so swifily over beiog fully nine miles. 

Gen. Lee immediately dismounted and came 
to his carriage, which was only a few steps 
distant, and in which were two of hi3 daugh- 
ters, and in a few minutes he called to his side 
many of his Generals, among them Generals 
Ewell, Long9treet, Hill, Stuart, Wilcox, and 
others, and gave his daughters an introduction 
to them. His daughters have exceedingly 
pleasant and intelligent countenances, both 
having dark and piercing eyes, and both bear- 
ing some, resemblance to their father. 

The Generals now took a stand just by the 
flag, and the troops commenced passing in re- 
view before Gen. Lee, and as each flag in 
passing would be lowered us a salute, the Gen- 
eral, in response, would take his hat off. And 
now I got a close view of the men composing 
this gallant corps. Here passed those men 
who had so often followed Gen. Jackson in 
his numerous battles, and who had won for 
him that renown which will live through 
ages to come; and now passes Jackson s old 
division, at present commanded by the gallant 
Gen. Johnston; ami here comes the “Stone- 
wall brigade,” which wus composed oi veteran- 
looting soldiers. 

Many of the banners of the corps bore evi- 
dence of having been oft borne to the breeze 
amid the whistling of bullets, and all of them 
contained some dozen or fifteen names to mirk 
the different battles the respective regiments 
had distinguished themselves in. One stand 
of colors, belonging to the 21st Virginia regi- 
ment, was carried by Color- Sergeant John 
Brent, foimerly of Richmond City, who is at 
present performing one of the most gallant 
acts that has yet exhibited itself in the Con- 
federate army, for, notwithstanding he lost his 
right arm at the battle of Chancellorsville last 
May, he has returned to his regiment, and be- 
ing offered a discharge refused to receive it, 
but asked of bis Colonel permission to again 
carry those colors that had oft before proudly 
waved over his head. His Colonel consented, 
and the affair being mentioned to Gen. John- 
ston, he took the colors and presented them to 
the young man in nereon as a reward tor tbo 
noble patriotism which prompted him to such 
an act of self denial and love of conutry. 

The review being now over, the crowd of 
spectators dispersed, and the troops, with three 
hearty cheers for General Lee, commenced 
wendiDg their way back to their camps. 
Among the ladies in attendance other than 
the Misses Lee, already mentioned, were 
General Ewell’s lady and daughter. Mrs. 
Ewell is a handsome and agreeable looking 
lady, and the General s daughter is almost a 
beauty. 

While General Ewell is on his horse one can 
hardly notice that be is minus one of his orig- 
inal nether limbs, his cork leg being hardly 
noticeable. 

It is surprising to see how eager the men’ of 
his army are always to get a good view of 
General Lee, for though a person has seen him 
a hundred times, yet be never tires looking 
at him, and this was noticeable as the many 
thousands passed by, to see how eager they 
would peer to the right to get a glance at him.

THE SIEGE OF CHARLESTON. 

SiDce the well-managed and successful re- 
pulse of the Yankee barges from Fort Sump- 
ter, on Wednesday morning, little has occur- 
red, in this vicinity, to vary the monotony of 
the siege. From our own community and 
our sister cities, we hear the praises of the 
brave spirits who bold the fort, and ot its gal- 
lant commander, Major Stephen Elliott, who 
was selected for his soldierly qualities, to com- 
mand the fort, upon the withdrawal of the ar- 
tillery and the substitution of the infantry 
garrison, last Friday night. This repu ae of 
the bargts adds to bis well-woa reputation. 

Ti e enemy have been chi- fly employed in 
throwing up works at Cummiags’s Uniat, in 
strengthening and repairing Battery Wagner, 
and in making alterations and additions to 
their batteries in the interior of the island — 
among other things, in cutting embrasures in 
a battery on Beacon Hill. In these operations 
they diejlay their usual unquestionable ener- 
gy; and their progress is steady, in spite of 
the fire under which they are compelled to 
toil, for the most part of the time. In the 
mrun while their batteries have been perfectly 
silent, though ours, as we have already hint- 
ed, have not been altogether idle. 

Throughout Wednesday night two of the 
James Island batteries maintained a fire upon 
Morris Island at intervals of five minutes. 
During the following day the fire was kept 
up, though not so continuously, by the sane 
batteries, as well ns by those on Sullivan’s 
Island. 

affairs at charlhston. 

The Editor ot the Atlanta (Ga.) Appeal, 
who is on a visit to Charleston, is writing 
home a series of very interes ing letters of the 
situation of affairs there. We select some of 
his most interesting paragraphs. Referring to 
the defences and- bombardment of Charleston, 
be says: 

The change in the appearance and strength 
of the defences is as great as is presented by 
aDy other feature, and of this fact the Yan- 
ktes are as well aware as our own authorities 
— lor they lie in plain eight. Moultrie has not 
only been strengthened to an extent that war- 
rants the greatest expectations as to her im- 
pregnability, but numerous supporting works 
— deemed of equal availability in either de- 
fending the position itself or in preventing a 
hoslile advance into the harbor — line the shore 
of tVe bay at every point. All that military 
inginecring skill couldjsuggest has been, or is 
being done, ano that the position is deemed a 
formidable one by the foe is to be inferred from 
the fact that thus far they have almost entirely 
refrained from any demonstration in this direc- 
tion. 

During the fierce bombardment of Sumpter 
on Tuesday last, the Monitors, lying at. a dis- 
tance of from eight hundred to a thousand 
yards, sent a few of their hostile compliments 
to our works, in the shape of fifteen-inch shell. 
Of course th<y were replied to, and, the proba- 
bilities are, with effect. Nearly a hundred 
shots from Moultrie struck the iron-clads, ev- 
ery one of which, to usea common expression, 
“made the fire fly.” The rattle ot the iron 
boltsagainst the vessels was followed by sparks 
of fire in every instance. What d image was 
done is of course unknown, but the Monitors 
have been quiet ever since. 

Charleston has been much more generally 
evacuated by the citizens, and furniture, goods, 
and valuables removed, than I at first sup- 
posed. The business houses of any importance 
are all closed, as are the private dwellings of 
the wealthy. The poorer classes, who desire 
to go, are assisted by the city, and thousands 
of these are availing themselves of the chance 
to get away.

Napoleon’s Only Soldibb at Boloons. — 
The Paris correspondent of the London Tim ’s 
says an obituary contains the name of a man 
who played a part in a rather celebrated 
episode of the career of the present French 
Emperor. When Prince Louis Napoleon 
lanced at Bologne in 1840, the only person 
belonging to the garrison who ranged him- 
self under his flag was a Lieutenant of In- 
fantry, named Aladenise, who was afrerwards 
tried at the same time as his chief, and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. After the revolution 
of 1848 he commanded a battalion of the 
Garde Mobile, and, when the dissolution of 
that force was proposed by Gen. Changarnier, 
he.violently opposed it as an injustice to men 
who had, he maintained, rendered signal ser- 
vices to their country. But Changarnier was 
at that time the right hand man of the Presi- 
dent of the Republic, and his will prevailed ia 
carrying out a measure which had already 
been fully decided upon. The then President, 
with his usual good memory for services ren- 
dered cr adhesion shown, gave Aladenise a 
Consulate, and since then be has had a supe- 
rior post in the administration of telegraphs. 
His death is row announced.

Cairo, Sept. 21. 

The steamer G. W. Graham arrived at noon 
to-day, bringing Memphis dates to the even- 
ing ot the 19th. 

The Bulletin of the 19th says the latest ad- 
vices from Little Rock represent that our 
forces captured six hundred prisoners at that 
place, and General Davidson, with a large 
cavalry force, wes following the enemy up 
cloeely. It was believed they would not stop 
!ou(r enough to make fight unless they should 
obtain great and manifest advantage. 

Yeur correspondent, under the same date, 
has the following from Arkansas: 

“We have intelligence to the effect that 
Price’s army, having been reduced to eight 
hundred men, is fleeing before General Daw- 
dron’s cavalry toward Texas. Some parties 
from Arkansas bring intelligence that the 
number of Confederates who have come in 
and surrendered to GeneralSteele will amount 
to nearly 7,000 or 8,000. I think this is ex- 
aggerated some.” 

A number of boats are nnder arrest here 
for carrying liquor South, contrary to Gen. 
Grant’s orders. . 

No steamers from below are allowed to pass 
above Cairo either upon the Mississippi or 
Ohio just at present. Perhaps it is the low 
water that prevents. The river has not been 
at so low an ebb within nine years.

Washington, Sept. 21. 

The movement of the army of the Potomac 
commenced so as to send forward Buford’s 
cavalry across the Rapid Aun. The crossing 
was effected without opposition. It is pre- 
sumed that but a feeble force of rebels will be 
found between Meade and Richmond, and 
commanders who have resisted the accutnn- 
mnlated evidence of heavy detachments pent 
from Lee’s army southward now seem in- 
clined to admit the fact since the news of the 
Chattanooga battles has begun to arrive. 

Rosecrans is fighting the whole Southern 
Confederacy. 

The bureau of exchange here received a 
letter a day or two since from Commissioner 
Onld, at Richmond, informing them that 
12,0f0 prisoners paroled by Grant had been 
returned to the field, and, in the exchange re- 
ferred to, the same number of our prisoners 
delivered. 

The whole statement in regard to the deliv- 
ery of prisoners is a lie. Not a man of our 
i.wn has been returned for these 12,000 who 
were there armed, and have undoubtedly par- 
ticipated in the late battles at Chattanooga. 

The heavy press of business in the Treasury 
Department will probably render Secretary 
Chase’s visit to Ohio during the pending can- 
vass impossible, much undoubtedly to his re- 
gret. Since the prompt delivery of the five- 
twenties commenced, rates have materially 
increased. 

Receipts from internal revenue to-day were 
$4,850,000. The receipts have for some time 
presented a steady increase.

The morning papers contain various specu- 
lations relative to the late battles of General 
Rosecrans, all of which are, however, discred- 
ited by the last report sent to press at an early 
hour this morning, under date of Chattanoo- 
ga, Sept. 22d. 

The Tribune’s special says, the general sum- 
ming up is, after two days' severe fighting, ia 
which Rosecrans with greatly inferior forces 
tore, the shock of 140,000 rebels, comprising 
the armies of Bragg and Johnston, half of 
Lee’s army, and all of Pemberton's scattered 
troops that could be gathered together, he 
det m( d it prudent to fall back ou Chattanoo- 
ga, which he did in good order. 

At last accounts he bad established com- 
munication with the cavalry of Bura3id», 
who is severely ceDsured for not having 
arrived earlier. Two of Roserrans’s divis- 
ions are reported not to have behaved ver v 
will. 

It is believed Rosecrans will be put in a po- 
sition to enable him to resume the oflensive. 
Meantime be is thought to be strong enough 
to bold bis ground. There is at least reason 
to believe a portion of what remains of Lee’s 
aimy will soon be occupied. 

After the 23d all volunteers serving in three 
years' organizations, and having less ill ill one 
year to serve, will, on re-enlisting for three 
y( ms or during ihe war, be entitled to a boun- 
ty of $402 provided for veteran volunteers.

The same party says there 
is mly one brigade, and as low down as Ger- 
mania, on the Rapid Ann, there is ouly one 
sqnsd of rebel troops now north of the Rap- 
pahannock and east of the Orange and Alex- 
andria railroad. 

The Herald’s Washington special says that 
nothing has been talked of in Washington to- 
day except the fate of Rosecrans's army. It 
is officially ascertained that he has fallen back 
to Chattanooga to await the arrival of Burn- 
side’s force, which was yesterday within thirty 
miles, and was expected to benp wi h Mm to- 
day, when a forward movement wonld be 
prtmptlv made on the lines of the enemy at 
Piper n Mountain. 

The rehn army, upon the junction of Burn- 
side with Rosecrans, would be badly beaten 
end compelled to fall back upon Rome or 
Atlanta. In the meantime mnch solicitude is 
expressed in regard to the movements of Oen. 
Mis.de to take advantage of the depletion of 
the rebel army in Virginia.

Tim Fur Tradb op thb Nobthwbst. — T he 
St. Paul (Minn.) Press has a long review of 
the fur trade of the Northwest, for the seas n 
just closed, from which we clip the following 
statement of the business of 8t Paul, which 
is claimed to be the largest fur market in the 
country : 

On looking at -the books of our dealers, we 
find that 3,500 bison or buffaloes have fallen 
victims to the arrow or the Tmllet on our 
Northwestern prairies, to supply civilized man 
with robes to keep him warm while riding in 
winter. These robes will always be a stand- 
ard article for such purposes. They cost about 
$7 raw. An equal number of wolves— which 
fact one hears with pleasure — have also bit 
the dust to supply our fair countrywomen 
with elegant sleigh robes, worth $2 each, to 
keep out the biting air while gliding over the 
snows of our northern winters. The bruin 
family bewails the lose of 850 ursine members. 
These skins, costing from $10 to $20, are 
also used for eleifeii covers, and for military 
purposes, as are also 1,650 skins of the red fox, 
worth about $2 50. The mink, now merci- 
lessly pursued, since his pelt is worth from 
$3 50 to $5, contributes 28,000 skins toward 
those elegant mantles and cloaks that every 
lady so covets. The muskrat species are pro- 
lific, and have given us fully 250,000 skins, 
worth 30 to 32 cents each. 

Of the more rare and costly fare 2,258 otters 
have been captured from their lacustrine re- 
treats, and will soon do duty in the shape of 
gloves, Ac., at $6@$7 V pelt, and 640 “fish- 
ers” have been trapped, yielding the fortunate 
hunter $8(g,$10 each. The marten family, 
cn’e much prized, lost 1,600 members, enrich- 
ing the trapper at the rate of $5@$10 each. 
Ot the croes fox, a very scarce amt rare aut- 
rcal, only 79 have been caught. Good speci- 
mens bring $20. 

During the winter a trapper brought in 
among a lot of peltries two skins which, as 
nothing bad ever been seen here like them 
before, were called the blue fox. They seem 
to be a hybrid between tbe cross fox and the 
silver fox. No one knew their value, and they 
were eoid at $2 each. The skins brought $25 
each in New York. 

Thf Great Wealth of Nevada. — R ev. Mr. 
Simpson, of tbe Methodist chnrch in Chicago, 
in his Thanksgiving sermon, gave the follow- 
ing sketch of the untold store of mineral 
wealth of Nevada: “When in California, I 

visited the mines, and I thought the tiijie 
would come when they would be exhausted; 
i ut in the mints of Nevada there are no indi- 
cations visible. The more the mines are 
worked, the richer the yield. The extent of 
ihe ledges containing the precious metal no 
uiau has yet been able to measure. 

“1 will mention a single instance, to give 
you some idea of the inexhaustible supply, 
in what is termed the Ophir Mine, a single 
lead, as it is called there, is fifty-five feet in 
thick nes9, and inclines only at an angle of 
five degrees. Think of the extent of that — 
ntariv as far as from this altar to yonder wall. 
This is all silver mingled with gold. There is 
more gold in value than silver, but more sil- 
ver in weight than gold. The company have 
only two hundred feet working, and out of 
that they are now realizing about ten thou- 
sand dollars a day. There is this peculiarity 
about it, that the deeper the mine extends the 
richer and more profitable it becomes. When 
I was there, they had penetrated two hundred 
feet. There were five chambers which they 
had dug out, one uuder the other, leaving 
three large pillars to support the roof. They 
would sink a shaft down about forty feet, 
make another platform, dig out the metal, 
leaving pillars as before, and then sink an- 
other. One of the directors told me each low- 
er platform gave as much yield as all the other 
platforms combined; that is, tbe fifth platform 
was as valuable as tbe four above it put to- 
gether. Such wealth was never a m uter of 
contest among the [lowers of earth before.'' 

‘ Tub Southern Cross.” — The Boston Jour- 
nal states that tbe parody which the editors 
< ftbe Baltimore Republican were arrested for 
publishing was published in its columns on 
the 2d ot September, with a notice that it was 
found io a rebel eamn in Virginia, and speak- 
ing of it a3 a paredv on our old national atr. 
Tbe Baltimore Republican published it on the 
12ih es original, without any preface, and 
now the stc-csb sympathizers at the north are 
trying to show- bat the Baltimore Republican 
i ditoTS should not be punished for its publica- 
tion any more than editors in more northern 
loriditi' j. 

There is no more justice in this claim than 
there would be in asking to allow a man to 
: moke in a powder magazine because otbors 
smoke in the streets. Baltimore has a large 
dis’oyal population, and is argely engaged in 
smuggling information nod supplies to the 
Southern rebels. Bud every publication like 
that of the Republican is calculated to give aid 
and comfort to the rebels in arms. Here at the 
North such things are innoxious, and only 
serve to 8tnuse the readers, without exciting 
them, its they do io Baltimore. If our Gene. a s 
in Baltimore had begun earlier to notice such 
rebellious publications, it wonld have been 
better for us all. — Exchange. 

Adcltbbations of Food and Drink. — F e- 
quent comt liints have been made i« the jour- 
nals of the «duluration9 of coffee, tea, liquors, 
end other articles which have recently be- 
come commOD, owing partly to the general 
advance in prices. Bv these adulterations the 
health of consumers is endangered, and it is 
said that to put a stop to the evil, Congress 
will be petitioned at the coming session to 
pass such law b as are now in force in Europe. 
Tbe English act of Parliament, passed in 1860, 
provides that “every person who shall sell 
any article of food or drink with which, to 
the knowledge of such pe.son, any in- 
gredient or material injurious to the 
health of persons eating or drinking 
such article has been mixed, and 
every person who shall sell as unadulte- 
rated any article of food or drink which is 
p.dulfetated, shall, for every such offence, upon 
conviction, forfeit and pay a penalty not ex- 
ceeding five pounds, together w ith costs, and 
on a repetition of the offence the Justices may 
direct the offender’s Dame, place of abode, 
and offmee to be published in the newspapers 
at the offender’s cost.” 

Tbe Boston Journal says that a committee 
of gentlemen who are interested in this ques- 
tion recently caused purchases to be made at 
different stores in that city of articles iu gen- 
eral use, and the articles thus purchased are 
now anslyzirtg by competent persons, with a 
view to ontain the precise facts in the case. 
bin>i!ar tests are making in this city, Phila- 
delphia, and Cincinnati, and it i3 expected 
that conclusive proof will be obtained o? the 
necessity for legislation.

They were taken out and marched off with 
the assurance that they were to be exchanged 
for other prisoners or paroled. When the 
rebels bad marched about two miles they 
stopped and divided the plunder and money, 
which employed them about an hour, after 
whieh the prisoners were put in line and in- 
stantly the order was given to fire, at which 
Ross, Sele, and Fisher fell dead, but young 
Waggoner, finding himself unhurt, sprang 
away for safety, and though shot after shot 
rattled past him, he finally made his way un- 
injured into the brush and came into Lexing- 
ton thi9 morning. 

Young Waggoner just now told me that 
Captain Dozier drank with the guerilla lead- 
ers. He at the same time assured the prison- 
ers that lie had made it all right with the 
buch whackers — that they would be paroled — 
they had nothing to fear. 

Here are three brave, good soldiers, citizens 
of LexiDgton, murdered in a most barbarous 
and inhuman manner by these incarnate 
devils, whom the loyal citizens of the lower 
portion of Lafayette county persist in keeping 
in the brush. I hear loud calls for Gen. Ew- 
ing’s Order No. 11 to be applied to this conaty. 
And it will be by one means or another if the 
rebel citizens of the county do not cease to 
give the murderers aid and comfort, thus keep- 
ing them in the field. 

I wonder if some of the ladies of Lexing- 
ton will rejoice over this atrocious murder, as 
they wept over tbe execution of Carlyle, when 
they wi.-hed fire and brimstone to come down 
from heaven and consume the Federals.

Mb. LAtBD’s Ibon-Clads.— T hough it iswell 
known that several iron-clads are in coarse of 
construction in various parts of the kingdom 
for foreign governments, and though one has 
already sailed for Russia and another for Den- 
mark without occasioning surprise, the public 
suspect that any vessel-of-war built on the 
Mersey must be intended for the Confederate 
government. For a considerable time past 
mysterious assertions have been circulated re- 
specting two iron-clads building in Messrs. 
Laird’s yard, and the Federal spies have never 
lost eight of them. A few days ago it was 
currently reported and believed that one of 
these vessels bad slipped away to sea clandes- 
tinely to join company with the Florida off 
tbe Irish coast. That such was not the case 
a visit to Messrs. Laird’s yard made evident. 
There at present lie the two suspected vessels 
fide by side, with the French flag floating over 
the one neaiest completion. Messrs. Laird 
make no mystery abont El Tousaon and 
El Mounassir, as the ships are named. 

They are undoubtedly built on French ac- 
count, and it is understood that the French 
Vice Consul has given the Collector of Cus- 
toms satisfactory explanations respecting 
them. El Tousson, which was launched same 
time ago, will be ready for a trial trip in a 
month or six weeks. El Mounassir was only 
launched ob Saturday, but already a portion 
ot her machinery is on board. Perhaps there 
are not two more formidable frigates afloat. 
They are 230 feet over all, 42 feet beam, with 
10 feet 6 inches depth of hold. Tonnage, 
1,850 o. m.; horse power, 330. They will 
combine speed with good seagoing qualities. 
They are very flat-bottomod, with exceeding- 
ly fine ends, and will sit low in the water. 
Tbi ir draft when loaded will be abont 15 feet; 

The stem is so 
formed that the vessel may be used as a ram, 
end the stern, which overhaDgs, affords protec- 
tion to the screw and rudder from shot or col- 
lisions. The rig is that of a bark, the ma9ts, 
which are telescopic, and the lower yards, be- 
ing of iron. The armor-plating on the sides 
of tbe vessel is 4)i inches thick amidships, 
and rather less at the ends. The plates, 
the joining of which together is imper- 
ceptible, are fitted into a teak backing of 
great strength. The deck is of five inch teak, 
protected with iron. The bulwarks let down 
in case of action in order to allow the turret 
guns to fire over them. They have two cylin- 
drical turrets on Capt. Coles’ principle — one 
before and the other abaft tbe engiue-room, 
heavily plated. Thfse turrets are made for 
two guns each. The pilot house is formed of 
teak and iron. At either end of the vessel 
are raised decks, which afford excellent ac- 
commodation lor the officers and crew, in 
the Captain's cabin provision is made for two 
heavy stern puns, and heavy guns can be 
trained from ihe forecastle deck. These ves- 
sels have capacity for 300 tons of coal. All 
ibe machinery is below the water line.

Hay* We await with great solicitude more 
definite intelligence concerning the recent 
battles beyond Chattanooga. The first re- 
ports were greatly exaggerated. The conflict 
on Saturday and Sunday was undoubtedly 
terrible; yet Rosecrans not only maintained 
his position against all the impetuous charges 
of the rebels in heavy numbers, but drove 
them a considerable distance. There is no 
doubt ot the heavy reinforcements which the 
Confederates have received, and our gallant 
soldiers have large odds to encounter. It 
seems that Gen. Burnside did not participate 
in the reported battles, but since then he has 
unquestionably formed a junction with Rose- 
crans, and their conjoined numbers will be 
able to resist any offensive movements of the 
rebels, while they have their strongly for- 
fortified base at Chattanooga to fall back 
upon if necessary. We have every confi- 
dence in the veteran aimy of the Cumberland; 
with two such leaders as Rosecrans and 
Burnside, serious disaster or defeat is almost 
impossible. We may be able to give our 
readers more news in our telegraphic despatch- 
es on the next page. 

Railroad to East Tennessee — General 
Leslie Combs. — The Frankfort Common- 
wealth says the railroad to East Tennessee 
“ia being pressed forward with a vigor which 
guarantees a speedy and complete success." 
This is cheering intelligence. It will be hail- 
ed with universal gratification by the loyal 
people of the State, "Many of our citizens,” 

* the Commonwealth remarks in reference to 
this important enterprise, "feared that it would 
fall through and that the impressment of slaves 
was a mere trick to mask an ulterior 
and improper purpose. The energy and earn- 
estness with which the work is being un- 
dertaken and pressed- forward will we 
hope dispel all such fears.” Our Frank- 
fort contemporary proceeds very forcibly 
to point out the importance of the enter- 
prise. "The road,” says the Commonwealth, 
“if built in the midst of the terrible convul- 
sions which have agitated the country, will be 
one of the grandest achievements of the age, 
and its influence upon the country in adding 
anoiher link to hold it together, and another 
means of bringing the two sections nearer to 
each other, will be immeasurable. The con- 
sequences, to Kentucky and East Tennessee, 
will be in the highest degree beneficial. The 
material good and benefits which these States 
will derive will be some reward for the losses 
which they have sustained in other respects.” 
This estimate is just. It is not in the least 
overdrawn. Both the moral and material 
good of the enterprise when completed will 
unquestionably prove immense. 

It would be unjust in this relation to omit 
properly to assign the honor of first suggest- 
ing the work in question. The Common- 
wealth is not guilty of such injustice. “It is 
just to truth and history,” our contemporary 
fitly adds, “that the proper credit should be 
given to those who first suggested this great 
work. It is known to many, not only in 
Kentucky, but throughout the Union, that 
this credit is due to Gen. Leslie Combs, who 
at the breaking out of this rebellion not only 
made the suggestion for the road, but, by all his 
well-known energy and pertinacity, urged its 
speedy construction. His plans, map3, and 
suggestions were laid before the authorities at 
Washington — the propriety, wisdom, and ne- 
cessity of such a road brought to the knowl- 
edge of the public in divers ways. Hi3 ef- 
forts, though received with favor by the 
President, were, for the time, fruitless, be- 
cause of the opposition of a foolish Congress 
who could see nothing valuable that did 
not have the negro in it. Congress refused j 
to second the wise foresight of the Presi- 
dent; and not until a recent date was the 
work undertaken. The President saw and 
recognized its value, and so thoroughly 
did he believe in it, that he brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of Congress in his mes- 
sage. We rejoice, and all Kentuckians will 
rejoice if this road is built. We hope that all 
the necessary aid will be given by the Gov- 
ernment, and that nothing will be allowed to 
interfere with those who are charged with its 
construction.” In this hope we cordially 
join, as we do also in the well-deserved trib- 
ute to the patriotic and gallant Combs. 

General Leslie Combs is a son of whom 
Kentucky is proud. And she may well be. 
He is a son after her own heart. He is deserv- 
edly a favorite of the whole family. In sagac- 
ity, in energy, in public spirit, in fidelity to tne 
noble instincts of his native Commonwealth, 
and in unselfish devotion to the true princi- 
ples of the government, General Leslie Combs 
standB now, as he has stood from the days of 
his early manhood, in the very front rank of 
tie feremost men of Kentucky. He is indeed 
a marvellous man. He has measured himself 
with honor against three generations, and is 
ready for the fourth. His fine powers and his 
glorious sympathies are as fresh now a3 they 
were half a century ago. His soul at iea3t is 
still “in the morn and liquid dew of youth.” 
He is as vital in his virtues as Cleopatra was 
in her charms.

Tiie Officers of Neoro Regiments. — A 
Washington letter, dated the 8th inst., pub- 
lished in the New York Times, has the follow- 
ing important information relative to an 
important question which has been in- 
terposed by the Confederates in providing for 
a general exchange of prisoners: 

A gentleman from New York, the father o 
an officer in one of our colored regiments, who 
is now a prisoner in the hands of the rebels, 
called on the President to learn what policy 
would be pursued by the government in regard 
to exchanging prisoners, and urged upon the 
President to consent to no exchanges being 
made unless the rebels exchange white officers 
of colored regiments as other prisoners of war. 
The President said he would do all in his 
power to effect the release of these officers and 
all others who are now prisoners in the South, 
but he was not prepared, nor would he con- 
sent to make the release of officers of colored 
regiments an indispensable condition to the 
renewal of exchanges. This government 
was prepared to exchange man for man 
with the rebels, even should they refuse 
to release officers of colored regiments in 
their hands. This would be done because this 
Government considered it unfair to make the 
cases of a few officers a teat question, when a 
much larger number would be benefited by 
the resumption of exchanges, and the question 
of exchanging these officers was leitopen for 
future consideration. He wished sincerely 
that they could be released speedily, but Jeff 
Davis was a party to be consulted, and they 
could not be exchanged unless by agreement 
with rebel anthorities. The question raised 
in regard to these officers was not covered by 
cartel, and officers of these regiments knew, 
when they entered the service, the peculiar 
risks incidental to their position, and for the 
present must endure the disagreeable conse- 
quences. The President, however, assured 
the gentleman that anv unusual or barbarous 
treatment of such officers or the colored sol- 
diers would cause retaliation on our part upon 
the rebel prisoners in our hands. 

We see that it is seriously questioned 
whether the President said what he is here 
represented to have said. At any rate he is 
in grave trouble concerning the matter. 
All persons of common sagacity must 
surely have foreseen this trouble from 
the time when negro enlistments were 
first talked of ; we foresaw it and foretold 
it in the most earnest language. Certainly 
it is the President’s duty to give up the 
negro regiment business wholly and prompt 
ly. This business has undoubtedly been one 
of the greatest mistakes of his administra- 
tion.

&a?“Tlie taking of Little Rock by General 
Steele without the firing of a gun is an inter- 
esting and important event. The Capitals of 
Tennessee, Louisiana, Mississippi, and Arkan- 
sas are all now in our possession. We cannot 
readily understand why General Price retreat- 
ed before Steele without a battle, for his army 
is said to be far larger than Steele’3, and he 
claims to be a fighting man at the head of 
lighting men. 

General Steele, in his advance upon Price 
at Little Rock, undoubtedly managed his 
forces with the highest skill. The result is 
exceedingly honorable to him. lie ha 3 writ- 
ten his name high upon the list of the military 
men of our country. We find a brief and in- 
teresting sketch of his life in the St. Louis 
Republican. He was born in Delhi, New York 
about the year 1821, and entered the West 
Point Academy in 1839. He graduated in 1843 
in the same class with Wm. B. Franklin and 
Ulysses S. Grant, and immediately entered the 
service as Brevet Second Lieutenant in the 
2d infantry, to the full rank of which grade 
he was promoted on the 15th of March, 1846. 
He served during the Mexican war, and was 
there distinguished as a brave and able officer. 
For gallant conduct at the battle of Contreras 
he was brevetted First Lieutenant, August 20, 
1847, and in the following month was brevet- 
ted Captain for his meretorious bahavior ia 
the battle of Chepultepec. He commanded 
bis company at the taking of the City of Mex- 
ico. At the close of that war he was ordered 
to California, was appointed Adjutant by Gan. 
Riley, and remained in that position until or- 
dered to the Western frontier. At the break- 
ing out of the present war, we find him eighth 
Captain in the 2d Infantry, his commision 
dating February 5, 1855. On the 14th of 
May, 1861, he was appointed Major in the 
11th infantry, then newly organized. He 
served in Missouri in the early part of the 
struggle in that State, and no small portion of 
his celebrity attaches to him on account of 
his gallant and efficient conduct at the 
battle of Wilson’s Creek, August 10, 1861. 
In that engagement be commanded a battal- t 
ion of regulars in Lieutenant-Colonel An- 
drews’s brigade. Steele’s command, in the | 
fight, “were in imminent danger of being 
overwhelmed with superior numbers, the con- 
tending lines being almost muzzle to muzzle.” 
Major Steele’s name is prominent throughout 
the official reports of the battle, and he was one 
named by the commanding officer “whose 
gallantry was conspicuous from the beginning 
to the close of the battle.” He commanded 
the rear guard on the retreat toward Spring- 
field. His services were recognized, though 
tardily, by his appointmsit as Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of volunteers on the 29th day of January, 
1862. He was promoted Major-General on the 
29th of November following. 

General Steele was for some time in com- 
mand of the post of Helena previous to being 
ordered to reinforce Gen. Grant in Mississippi. 

It is understood that he made repeated propo- 
sitions to General Curtis to be allowed to take 
Little Rock, which were in all cases rejected. 
At one time, on the strength of his general in- 
structions, be was preparing an expedition to 
move on Hindman, when General Curtis or- 
dered him and a large part of his command to 
come, at a heavy expense, to Pilot Knob, for 
which there has never seemed to be a particle 
of necessity. General Steele was actively em- 
ployed in Grant’s campaign for the possession 
of Vicksburg, but we have not space to speak 
of his operations in detail. 



Hsp" A pamphlet, entitled “France, Mexico, 
and the Confederate States,” has been pub- 
lished in Paris, and by many it is regarded as 
a semi-official exposition of the sentiments of 
Louis Napoleon. It urges the immediate 
recognition of the Southern Confederacy by 
France, and boldly avows the object of such 
a step to be the destruction of the American 
UDion so that her recent occupation of Mex- 
ico may be rendered permanent. While the 
Moniteur disclaims any intention on the part 
of the Emperor to change his relations with 
the United States, his sympathy with the re- 
bellion has never been concealed. The pam- 
phlet goes no further than recognition and 
does not suggest any hostile measure in the 
way of intervention. Still we look with 
some apprehensions at the uufriendly tone of 
this publication, even if it has been sent forth 
merely as a feeler. European despots fear the 
free institutions of this country, and gloat 
ever the hope that they are destined to be 
swept away in the tide of civil war. We 
must remain firm, and determine to submit to 
no intermeddling in our domestic quarrel. 
We do not believe that France is anxious to go 
to war with this country. Such a course would 
unquestionably be unpopular in France, and 
Louis Napoleon has too many delicate and 
difficult questions on hand already to be 
in a condition to add to tbeir number. Its 
press a few short weeks since was full 
of fire and fury concerning Russia, and 
it has not only cooled down but has absolute- 
ly taken ground lor a fraternization with that 
power, and an alliance between France and 
Russia is among the strange probabilities of 
European diplomacy. We hope this may be 
so, for the Czar is a fast friend to our country 
and would doubtless exert every possible in- 
fluence to prevent any unfriendly act toward 
us. While, then, we regard the pamphlet 
with uneasiness, we do not believe that France 
will take the course which is indicated. It 
most unquestionably has all the desire to do 
sc, bnt it is not policy at present to become 
embroiled in a war, which would be very 
exhausting to its exchequer, and, as waged 
thousands of miles away from Paris, would 
compel it to weaken its military strength in 
Europe and thus expose itself to new combi- 
nations against its policy. We may therefore 
rest easy at present. Louis Napoleon has the 
will, but he is not now the master ef a way 
to accomplish his designs. He has unmasked 
himself without any reserve: we know what 
he would do if he dared, and this knowledge 
will prove our security, if we preserve a firm 
and determined attitude.

Tiik Vbry Latest from Gen. Rosecrans. 
We have received intelligence, which comes 
from a source whose reliability is vouched for, 
that the right and left wings of General Rose- 
crans’s grand ermy rested on the battle- 
ground of Saturday and Sunday, on Monday 
night, and that reinforcements were to have 
reached him on Tuesday from General Grant, 
moving by way of Decatur, Alabama. 
We do not know of their extent, but pre- 
sume they are large in numbers. General 
Rosecrans s headquarters were four miles from 
the battle- field, in the rear of the centre. He 
is reported to be in good spirits and hopeful of 
a complete and decisive victory over the com- 
bined armies of Johnston, Bragg, and Long- 
street. So it appears from this statement that 
he has never fallen back on Chattanooga, nor 
contemplated any such hazardous retrograde 
movement. 

Our intelligence in question says nothing of 
t! e reported junction between Generals Rose- 
crans and Burnside, bat other statements, to- 
erably clear, seem to indicate that such is the 
case. If he has maintained the position which 
he held, acco.ding to this evidence on Mon- 
day, until the reinforcements sent him have 
reached their destination, he will, with resist- 
less power, hurl such ruin and utter devasta- 
tion among the rebel hordes that they will 
bo compelled to yield before hU victorious 
advancing columns. 

All the reports of reverses to our arms in 
that quarter have been proven pretty general- 
ly to the satisfaction of all good Union men 
to have been grossly exaggerated, if not en- 
tirely false. Our despatches published else- 
where will doubtlets give important details of 
Sunday’s fight, which will greatly enlightsn 
the mind ot the reader.

From Gen. Rosrcrans’s Army. — The Nash- 
ville Union of yesterday has reports, not au- 
thentic, that on Sunday the reserve corps, un- 
der Major-General Granger, suffered a severe 
loss, and that General Thomas's troops, after 
fighting gallantly for a long while, were 
thrown temporarily into confusion. They 
Soon rallied, however, and resumed their 
fi rmer good order, and resisted the desperate 
attack of the rebels effectively. Our forces 
were concentrated, and no doubt was enter- 
tained of their successful resistance to the av- 
alanche of rebel troops which poured upon 
them from all parts of the Confederacy. Ru- 
mor also stated our loss in wounded on Sun- 
day at 3,000. The loss in killed was much 
less in proportion, though the Union had heard 
no number stated.

Some time ago we came across the sub- 
joined persona! sketch of General Steele by a 
newspaper correspondent: 

Next to Sherman, not in rank, but expe- 
rience and ability, comes Major-General Fred. 
Steele, who, like Grant and Sherman, origi- 
nated in that much-qnarrellcd-about institu- 
tion, West Point. Were I attempting a phi- 
losophical examination of these gentlemen, 
instead of a superficial portraiture of a few 
externals, I could get along with General 
Steele much more easily. Like a Geneva 
watch, he presents but little surface — his merit, 
the fine machinery and exquisite balance, are 
all within. A small and well-knit man of 
thirty-eight, with a hand delicate and white 
as a lady’s, light complexion, only preserved 
from effeminacy by a flowing beard, eyes of 
light blue, and a full, compact forehead, dress 
rich, elegant, with a touch of velvet about 
the cuffs and collars, always free from dust, 
and as clean as if just stepping out for a dress 
parade at his Alma Mater, West Point. These 
are the outward peculiarities of Gen. Steele. 
Without ever beiDg over-dressed, he is, I 
think, the best dressed and best mounted man 
in the army. His prevailing trait is quiet- 
ness — a gentlemanly sort of repose — which he 
carries with him, undisturbed, whether doing 
the honors of the table to his friends, or di- 
recting the movements of a storming party 
amidst the roar of the fiercest battle. 

Few soldiers among the volunteers love, 
but all respect him; as a strict, unyielding 
disciplinarian, he frequently excites their dis- 
like, but his unruffled calmness when sur- 
rounded by the surging tides of battle, his 
pre-eminent skill in guidiDg their move- 
ments, and the lightning-like rapidity with 
which he adapts himself to the new combina- 
tions created in a contest, compel their admi- 
ration and have won their highest respect. 

He chats with you unconcernedly up to the 
very moment he enters a battle, and the in- 
stant it is over resumes his sociability, and 
discourses upon general subjects as if the af- 
fair through which he had passed were of as 
little account as washing his bands for din- 
ner.

a loDg cruise of seven months, having during 
all this time, with the exception of a few days, 
been at sea, and compelled to make all repairs 
and refits upon the ocean. Maffit claims to 
have destroyed no less than $0,700,000 worth 
of American property, and to have eluded 
thirteen Federal vessels of war specially sent 
te search for him. The Cork papers say the 
Florida is a screw steamer of extraordinary 
swiftness, and is disguised in such a manner 
as to puzzle the keenest observer. Her hull is 
long and low; her sails look old and patched.

POSTAL CONSTRUCTION. 

Post-Office Department, 1 
Appointment Or FRrE, Sept. 8, 1663. J 

The publication of the following construc- 
tion of the new Postal law in regard to the 
weight of packages which may be sent free 
through the mails is deemed important to the 
the public, and especially to persons connect- 
ed with the several Executive Departments 
and Bureaus at Washington: 

The maximum weight of packages which 
may be sent through the mails is limited to 
four pounds, except Congressional documents 
and books published or purchased by order of 
Congress. It was not the intention of the 
law to prescribe a smaller limit to franked 
packages to or from any of the Executive De- 
partments or Bureaus, as that would exclude 
from the mails a large portion of the official 
corie3pondeuce of the Government. 

The limitation of packages to four ounces, in 
the forty-second section of the law, was in- 
tended to enlarge the privilege of members of 
Congress, theretofore limited to two ounces, and 
the omission in the printed law of the words 
“to Senators and members of Congress" (as 
in the original bill), after the word "granted, ’ 
in the last sentence of that section, leads to 
an erroneous construction of the true intent 
and meaning of the law. The Postmaster- 
General, therefore, directs that all packages, 
otherwise entitled to go free to and from the 
several Executive Departments and Bureaus 
at W ashibglon, and not exceeding four pounds 
in weight, be allowed free transmission 
through the mails.

Furlher Details of the Late Fi?ht. 
A Substantial Success Achieved. 



Washington, Sept. 22. 

According to official despatches received 
here, dated as late as 5 o’clock P. M. yester- 
day, Kosecrans bad information that Long- 
street’s corps had reinforced Bragg’s army re- 
fore tbe battle of Saturday, and it was subse- 
quently stated by deserters from the rebel 
army that Ewell’s corps had also come to his 
assistance. 

A telegram vras received here to-day, from 
tbe officer in command at Chattanooga, which 
speaks in most encouraging terms of ihe gen- 
eral result of the actio' s of Saturday and Sun- 
day, in which, according to his representa- 
tions, the Union army achieved a substantial 
success, the enemy losing the most in killed 
and wounded. 

A prisoner taken from Bragg’s army says 
Mobile has been stripped of troops for Bragg's 
army, and that some troops have been sent to 
him' from Charleston, and alco troop 3 from 
Lee’s army were in the late fight — in fact, 
j that the whole Confederacy seemed concen- 
! trated there for an attack on Rosecrans. 

A rebel despatch has been intercepted on the 
i extreme front of the aimy of the Potomac, 
wherein the rebel commander of the army of 
| Northern Virginia is informed, from Rich- 
mond, that Bragg engaged Rosecrans on Sat- 
urday and Sunday, capturing two pieces of 
artillery aud five hundred prisoners. 

The State and National Republican, in their 
late editions this afternoon, have accounts 
evidently received from official sources. The 
longer one, from the Evening Star, is as fol- 
lows: On Saturday, the 10th, a demonstra- 
tion was made by the rebels in strong force, 
which appears to have been repulsed by the 
force under Thomas, with the ad vantage on 
the Federal side. On Sunday an engagement 
commenced late in the morning. The firet 
gun was fired at 9 A. M , but no considerable 
firing took place till 10 o’clock. 

Previous to 10 o’clock, General Rosecrans 
rode the whole length of our line. Soon after 
the battle commenced, Gen. Thomas, who 
held the left, began to call for reinforcements. 
About 12 o’clock word came that he had been 
forced to retire. The second line of rein- 
forcements were then sent to him, and Mc- 
Cook's whole corps, which was on tbe right 
and as a reserve in the centre, was also sent to 
him. General Wood, of Crittenden’s corps, 
and Van Cleve, who held the front and cen- 
tre, were also ordered to the left, where the 
fury of cannonade showed that the enemy 
was massed, and their places were filled by 
Davis aud Sheridan, of Gen. McCook's corps, 
but hardly bad these divisions taken their 
places in the line, when therebel force, which 
had slackened, burst out in immense volleys 
on tbe centre. This lasted 20 minutes, when 
Van Cleve, oa Thomas’s right, wt s seen to give 
way, but in tolerable order. Soon after which 
the lines of Reynolds and Davis broke in dis- 
order, born down by the enemy's columns, 
which are said to have consisted of Polk’s 
corps. These two divisions were the only 
ones thrown into much disorder. Those of 
Negley and Van Cleve were thrown into con- 
fusion, but soon rallied and held their places, 
the first on the left and the second on the right 
ot Thomas’s corps. Davis and Sheridan, la'e 
in the day, succeeded in rallying about 8,000 
of their forces and joined Thomas. Gen. 
Thrmas, finding himself cut off' from tho 
right, brought his division into position for 
independent fighting, his line assuming the 
form of a horse-shoe along the crest of a 
wooded ridge. He was soon joined by Gran- 
ger from Iiossville with a division of Gen. 
McCook and Gen. Steadman's division, and 
with these forces firmly maintained the fight 
till after dark. Our troops were as im- 
movable as the rocks they stood upon. The 
enemy repeatedly hutled against them the 
derse columns which had routed Davis and 
Sheridan in the morning, but every onset was 
repulsed, with dreadful slaughter. Failing 
first on one and then ou the other point of our 
lines, the rebels for hours vainly sought to 
break them. Gen. Thomas seemed to have 
inspired every soldier by his unconquerable 
fitmness, and Gen. Granger, with his nat torn 
by bullets, rode like a lion wherever the com- 
bat was thickest. 

Every division commander bore himself 
gloriously, and among them Generals Tur- 
chin, Hazen, and Parker especially distin- 
guished themselves. Turchin charged through 
the rebel lines with the bajoaet, and, being 
surrounded, forced his way back again. 
Parker, who had two horses shot under him 
Saturday, forming his men in one line, made 
them lie down until the enemy was close upon 
them, wLen suddenly they rose and delivered 
their fire with such effect that the assailing 
colum fell back in confusion, leaving the 
ground rovered with their killed. When 
night fell this body of heroes stood on the 
seme ground occupied by them in the morn- 
ing, their spirits being unbroken. Their losses 
are not yet estimated. 

General Thomas telegraphed on Monday 
forenoon that that the troops were in high 
spirits. He brought off all his wounded. Of 
the si<k and wounded at Crawfish Springs, 
in: luding our main hospital, nearly all had 
bet n brought away. 

The number of prisoners taken by the ene- 
my will hardly exceed 2,000 besides tbe 
wounded, of whom not more than 1,000 could 
have fallen into the hand3 of the rebels. Most 
ot our losses in artillery were occasioned by 
the killing of the horses. 

Gen. Thomas retired to Rossville on Sunday 
night after the battle had closed. Gen. Rose- 
crans bad issued an order for all his troop3 to 
concentrate with the forces at Chattanooga. 
In the last two ass rnlts our troops fought with 
the bayonet, their ammunition being ex- 
h misted. 

Tbe latest information that ha3 reach d this 
city is from Chattanooga last evening, and wa3 
to tbe effect that Gen. Rosecrans would con- 
centrate on Chattanooga last night. Thomas 
lad been edgaged with tho enemy prior to 5 
P M, yesterday, and it was therefore ques- 
tionable whether La would be able to reach 
Chattanooga lost night. There were indica- 
tions that the enemy was coutemp'.ating a 
demonstration on another part of our line this 
evening.

Washington, Sept. 22. 

The Government has received intelligence 
ftom Gen. Rosecrans's army this morning. 
This news is of a more cheering character th in 
that previously received. The Government 
has made preparations for meeting every con- 
tingency that is likely to occur in the field of 
Rosecrans’s operations. 

New York, Sept. 22. 

Tbe steamship Mississippi reports passing 
Charleston at 3 o'clock on Sunday morning, 
and heard heavy firing. 

The Fulton reports the work of mounting 
guns on Battery Gregg very slow, in conse- 
quence of the annoyance by the rebel Battery 
Bee and Moultrie. 

Washington, Sept. 22. 

Official information received from General 
Rosecrans’s army, which is several hours later 
than that published this morning, confirms 
the leading points in the printed telegrams. 
Tbe fact that Rosecrans was not sooner rein- 
forced certainly was not tbe fault of the Gov- 
ernment; but there is no doubt every effort is 
now muking to increase his strength by rein- 
forcements from more than one point. 

St. Lotus, September 22. 

In accordance with a charge preferred 
against the Editor of the Union for the viola- 
tion of Order No. 96, Mr. Grierson wa3 arrest- 
ed this morning, and put iu as his defence, 
that the article denouncing Ewing’s order 
depopulating the border counties was sent 
iu by a friend from the country and pub- 
lished accidentally. Gen. Schofield, on re- 
ceiving Mr. Grierson’s explanation, returned 
the charges to Capt. Price, and endorsed the 
explanations S3 satisfactory to the command- 
ing General, stating that Price was not dis- 
post d to let the latter drop, unless Mr. Grierson 
I ublishes a retraction in his paper. 

Colcmdcs, O , Sept, 22. 

Rev. Dr. James Ilosee, tbe oldest divine iu 
this city, died this evening, iu bis 80th year. 
He had been the pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church for over 50 years. 

Washington, Sept. 22. 

The importance of the visit of Senor Cortez 
to Washington has been highly exaggerated. 
He was a General in the Mexican Liberal 
army, and comes here merely as a private Gen- 
eral, without any credentials or official mis- 
sion whatever. 

Boston, Sept. 22 . 

A private letter states that 100 lives were 
lost in bombardment of Port au Platte, St. 
Domingo. The loss, of property was also quite 
heavy. The American Consul remained at his 
post. The other consuls took refuge on board 
the vessels in the harbor. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 42. 

The sales of 5-20s to-day amounted to 
$538,650. 

A German woman, wife ot Henry Sher- 
hoe! A was found dead in her own house, in 
Bristol, Rhode Island, ou the 9th instant, un- 
der very suspicious circumstances. Her hus- 
band returned home from his work at four 
o’clock in tbe afternoon. Soon after, his little 
toy, about five years old, came out of the 
house and stated that his father killed his 
mother with a broomstick. The case is being 
investigated 

Fashionable Wedding — A fashionable wed- 
ding came off at the Astor House, New York, 
in a quiet way, a day or two ago. The bride- 
groom was Mods. Charles Carey, Chancellor 
of the State of Bausanne, Switzerland, aud 
the bride Miss Annie Taylor, of Cednrcrofe, 
Chester county, Pa., a sister ot Bayard Tay- 
lor, Est^. 



e. R . ALl i !GH ( N - c -) Newspaper Mors — 
The State Journal, of Raleigh, publishes an 
extra. Ibe following are the first paragraphs: 
It is our painful duty to announce to our 
readers and the public the total destruction of 
the otate Journal office, with its presses, type** 
fixtures, paper, aud everything else pertaining 
to it, except the spirit of the Editor and pro- 
prietor. I had been absent with my family in 
Petersburg and Richmond, Va., from Satur- 
day evening last, and returned this morning 
in time to learn that my office bad just been 
entered and destroyed by a number ot the fol- 
lowers of the Standard, aud among them some 
of the employes of the Progress, in this city. 
On arriving, I learned, on last night, a body of 
soldiers, said to belong to a Georgia regiment, 
made an assault on the Standard office and did 
some injury to the type, by scattering it over 
the floor aud pitching a quantity of it into the 
street. The extent of tnis injury 1 have not 
learned. W ith this assault on the office of the 
Standard, I have nothing whatever to do, nor 
do I sympathize with it. I was not in Raleigh 
when it occurred, and had I been, I would 
have done all in my power to prevent it or 
arrest it. For this attack, however, my office 
lias been destroyed as above stated. My 
presses, three in number, are ruined; my 
types will take several weeks to assort, and 
put in working order, if I had cases to put 
them iu. but all my cases are demolished. 
Eiery thing, in sir r , is a wreck, and could 
not now be replaced lor twenty-five to thirty 
thousand dollars. The work of destruction 
has been skilfully performed. Practical print- 
ers led the destroyers, and they knew the vital 
points in whicn to strike a printing office.” 

Death oe Colonel Will. G. Jones — The 
following despatch was received yesterday: 
“Chattanooga, Sept. 20, 1863. 
"Hon. John D. Jones, Cincinnati: 

"Brother Will, died this morning from 
wounds. His body fell into tbe hands of the 
enemy. It is impossible now to obtain the 
remains. General McCook and staff are sate. 

“FPvANK J. JONES, 

"Capt. and A. D. C.” 

Colonel Will. G. Jones was Colonel of the 
Thirty-sixth Ohio Yolunteerlnfantry. He was 
aged about twenty-eight years. He graduated 
at West Point three rears ago, and was among 
the officers of the regular army made prison- 
ers in Texas at the commencement of the war. 
He was in command of a Pennsylvania regi- 
ment in the Army of the Potomac during the 
campaign of the Peninsula, and distinguished 
himself in tbe seven days’ battles before Rich- 
mond. He afterward served on Gen. Sumner’s 
staff until the death of that officer. Still seek- 
ing active service he was appointed Colonel 
of the Thirty-sixth Ohio, which be wa3 lead- 
ing when he received his death wounds. He 
was a true gentleman, and a gallant and capa- 
ble officer. — Cin. Com., lid. 

New Base oe Rosecrans’s Sdpplies. — A 
letter from Stevenson, Alabama, says that ar- 
rangements have been made to complete the 
Northwest Railroad, leading in a southwest 
direction from Nashville to the Tennessee 
river. This road was projected before the war, 
and all the grading had beeu done, except a 
distance of four miles, at tbe time of its aban- 
donment. The entire length of the road is 
seventy-five miles. The iron is ready for it, 
and a force has been placed at work to com- 
plete it. Within the next two months it will 
be finished, and Rosecrans's army need no 
longer rely on the crowded Louisville and 
Nashville road for its necessities. Boats can 
ascend the Tennessee ri-er at all seasons to 
t e point where the toad c m nateq and sup- 
plies can be run into Nashville at a more 
expeditious rate than through the old channels. 
The Memphis and Charleston road could be 
restored without serious labor. The only im- 
portant bridge is that at Decatur, over the 
*e nnessee. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
advance of this army will not depend upon 
oiifcslender iron parallel, when these improve- 
ments are completed, as was the case last year. 

Horrible Tragedy.— On Thursday night 
last, Mr. John C. Depew, a leading citizen and 
farmer in the township of Sylvan, in Wash- 
tenaw county, Michigan, had been to Chelsea, 
about a mile and a half distant from his resi- 
dence, as was his custom, to see the evening 
paper, and talk over the news of the day with 
his neighbors. He left for his home about 11 
o’clock iu tbe evening, having $600 or $700 
in his possession. His body was found on the 
following morning in a yard in the rear of a 
house of bad repute. The murder was com- 
mitted directly at the railroad station, traces 
of blocd being found where the body had beeu 
drawn across the track to the place where it 
was found. The only wound was a deep cut 
in the right forehead, apparently irom aslung- 
shot. The inmates of the house in question, 
six o» eight in number, were arrested. Mr. 
Depew was Supervisor of his township, of 
which he was a native. He was universally 
esteemed aud honored where he was known. 

From Little Rock — A Duel Between two 
Rebel Major-Generals — A number of de- 
serters who were in town said that Price 
would make a stand in Arkadelphia, and there 
make his last struggle to retain a foothold in 
Arkansas. The citizens of Little Rock, how- 
ever, were pretty unanimous in acknowledg- 
ing that Arkansas was subdued, and that in 
two or three weeks there would not be an or- 
ganized body of rebel troops in the State. 
They believe that Price will not stop running 
until he gets to Texas. 

Just previous to the evacuation of Bayou 
Mi taire, a duel took place between Marma- 
dnke and iiatsh Walker, both rebel Major- 
Gtnerals, in which Walker was mortally 
wounded by a shot through the bowels. 
Walker had been a Brigadier-General under 
Marnuaduke, but had lately received a Major- 
General’s commission . — Missouri Democrat. 



The Cabtcre of Mr. Underwood by 
Guerillas. — T he Washington correspondent 
ot the New Yoik Times writes that it has al- 
ready been stated that the John Underwood 
iccently captured near Occoquan was not 
John C. Underwood, of the Eastern Distnctof 
Virginia, but a Mr. John Underwood, a 
raunch Union- man, obnoxious by reason of 
bis having voted for Mr. Lincoln at the Presi- 
dential election, and ou account of his uncom- 
promising and influential exertions in beha f 
of the Union cause, since the commencement 
of the rebellion. He was a resident of the 
neighborhood in which he was captured, and 
were it not for the greater lenity which the 
decline of their fortunes has recently induced 
among the guerillas, as well as the so-called 
authorized agents and troops of the rebel gov- 
ernment, he would probably have stiff-red 
ceatb. As it is, he will be closely confined. 

Killed Himself . — On Sunday last a young 
man by the name of Allyn, who resided near 
Mount Vernon, Ind., committed suicide by 
blowing his brains out with a pistol, the cause 
of which, we are informed, was as fbllows: 
Young Allyn was in love with a young lady 
ot the neighborhood whom he expected to 
marry, but on Sunday morning learned that 
on that day she was to be wedded to another, 
become frantic, and placing himself in bed, 
drew his revolver aud put an end to bis ex- 
s ence by blowing bis brains out. The fool 
shonld br.ve tried his luck and good looks OH 
another girl . — New Albany Ledger.

The Louisville A Nashville Railroad beias ; 
unable to obtain sufficient labor to snpplj 
the road with the quantity of firewood re- 
quired to do government business, it becomes ! 
necessary to impress five hundred (500) ne- I 
groes from the negro population af the 1 
counties through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the draft 
is to be made in the same manner as directed 
by General Orders No. 41, from these head- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
tne poet at Russellville will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counties, and 
the commander of the post at Bowlingtrreen 
will impress the negroes in JV wren 
and Simpeon counties. The command- 
er of the post at Munfordville will im- 
press the Degroes in Hart, Barren, and . 
Hardin counties, and they are herebj charged ; 
with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commanders of said posts of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
gnd the number of men and team3 required 
to get out the same. The men and teams im- 
pressed shall be placed in charge of the rail- | 
road company, who shall pay the owners of 
the same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company’s officer exemption 
shall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to those who may 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company for the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month, 
one negro shall be exempted. Negroes im- 
pressed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in other 
parts of the State, for which a draft will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the line 
of the railroad by paying to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherd3ville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.
